JOINING YARN 

When you have to join a new ball of yam or 
when replacing a knot, the simplest way is to 
join at the beginning of a row, even if you have 
to puU back a partly knitted row. It is prefer- 
able, if possible, to join at a seam edge so that 
the ends can be neatly darned into a seam when 
the garment is sewn up. 

If you are working in rounds, or in straight 
work, and there is a knot in the yam you are 
using, tait out the knot. Unwind the plies of 
each of the two ends of yam for about 2 ins. 
and splice as follows: — 

In 2 ply, break off one of the threads from each 
length of yam; in 3 ply, two from one end and 
one from the other ; in 4 ply, two from each end. 
Place the remaining ends together, twisting 
them with the fingers and knit in the usual way. 
Owing to the numerous processes through 
which yarn has to pass, it is impossible to avoid 
occasional knots, BO—fCemember for a neat 
finish and comfort to the wearer, never knit s 
knot into your garment!— Either pull back to 
the seam, or splice.

If there arc small 
areas of 2 or 3 sts. for a short length of 2 or 3 
rows, carry colour not in use loosely across back 
of work to position of its next use. 
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Helpful Information 

IMPORTANT: Before you proceed to wash 
your garment, be sure to read the label 
on the ball of yarn for specific instructions. 

MACHINE WASHING AND 
DRYING 

1. Turn garment inside out and button or 
zip up. 

2. Machine wash, using warm water and 
detergent. Add softener in final rinse if 
desired. Do not bleach. 

3. Machine dry at low setting. Do not 
overheat. 

HAND WASHING AND DRYING 

Yarns not labelied machine washable and 
dryable may be dry cleaned or hand 
washed as follows; — 



1. Before washing, fake garment meas- 
urements; chest, body length and sleeve 
length. 

2. Thoroughly dissolve soap or mild de- 
tergent in lukewarm water. Place the gar- 
ment in the suds and squeeze gently. Do 
not rub or leave to soak. 

3. When garment is dean, squeeze as 
much water out as possible. Do not wring. 
Keep garment supported by the hands 
whenever it is removed from the water. 

4. Rinse twice in ciean, warm water, add- 
ing a small amount of white vinegar to the 
final rinse water (particularly for whites). 

5. Remove excess moisture by roliing in 
a thick towel and lay garment on a flat 
surface away from bright lights, excessive 
heal and not in sunlight. Do not hang up. 

6. While still damp, gently push garment 
back to its original size and shape.
